ON  DISPLAY 

LIBERTY  HEAD  NICKEL,  1913 

The  most  displayed  and  talked-about  of  all  rare  United 
States  coins  is  the  1913  Libery  Head  nickel  now  owned 
by  Aubrey  Bebee  of  Omaha,  Nebraska.  This  coin  has  a 
personality  all  its  own,  its  surface  being  highlighted 
by  the  light  pitting  of  time.  This  is  one  of  five 
coins  whose  true  origins  are  clouded  in  mystery  and 
intrigue  (the  sixth  piece  often  mentioned  is  a  copper 
version  of  the  1913  Buffalo  nickel  which  was  long  held 
with  them) .  All  five  of  these  Liberty  Head  nickels 
once  reposed  in  the  famous  Colonel  Ned  Green  (the  son 
of  Hetty  Green)  collection.  Green's  estate  was  finally 
liquidated  in  the  year  1942,  and  the  set  broken-up  for 
sale,  with  J.  V.  McDermott  acquiring  this  particular 
specimen  of  the  1913  nickel  from  dealer  James  Kelly  in 
1943.  It  was  acquired  by  Mr.  Bebee  at  the  196?  A.N.A. 
auction  at  a  price  of  $  46,000.
